Temporizeat the Diet, then at Ratisbone or Regen-

Jaying open thelr grievances, and the miſerable Ty- 
ranny of the Jeſuits they were under.

who would agree to ſubſcribe. the Bohemian confeſ- 
fron *, having prohibited all perſecution of any une 
tor Religion, and endeavour'd to oblige his Succeſ- 
ſors thereuntoz and articles were agreed upon be= 
twixt the ſeveral Orders or States for a friendly tran- 
faction and z2#tral accord, betwixt thoſe who did

With open eyes, upon which was written this Em- 
blew, ADSUEVI, ſcofting at and jearing the States 
to their faces, that through drowſineſs they ſhould 
{uffer themſelves to be fo boxxd and chain'd : Print- 
ing the year after; that though Ferdinand at his Co-

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ronation in Bohemia took the oath to defend the 
ProteStants, yet he had before in the YVeſtry of the 
Church gaged himſelfthat he would grant nothing 
to them which might be prejudicial to the Papiſts. 
* And it ſeems by what follow'd, he had (as the Je- 


ſuits indoCtrinated him )ſworn to the States with his 


»outh, to the Pope in his Heart, for thence forward 


againſt his Majeſties expreſs word, yea, in Prague it 


ſelf the Evangelical were daily reproach'd from the 
Jeſuits Pulpits z the Eſtabliſhment by Radolph a- 
ipers'd, and threatn'd not to hold : the Preſſes ſtopt 
to the Proteſtants whiles the Jeſuits publith'd infa- 
mous Libels againſt them, and clancularly inſtigated 
the Pſeudo-Huſſrtes to Petition for an alteratiox of 
the Eſtabliſhment *. Thele things (together with 
the Jeſuits forging of izterdiF&s 1n the Tower at 
Prague, as if they had come from the Court at View- 
a) did ſo incenſe the States, that in May or Tune 
1618. they baniſh the Jeſuits as enemies to the pub- 
lick peace, and Archite@&s of all their troubles, and 
therefore to be gone within eight dayes out of the 
Kingdom of Bohemia, alledging twelve Reaſons for 
their Proſcription * drawn from the Jeſuits prattiſes 
every where. And belike they left ſome tokens of 
wickedneſs behind them 3 when upontheir going 
out of prague was found much ammunition (as was 
noted above*) whereby they defign'd to have * 
blown up- the Evangelical Churches. But the 
Jeſuits rage after this flame, by their putting on of 
O1l, was more enkindled againſt the Bohemians 
who could have no favourable interpretation from 
Ferdinand: but he having obtain'd afſliſtance from 
the Princes.of the. Holy League, comes with an Army

And when Stephen Potſcay, Vaivod, or Prince (who 
could not endure their bloudy Tenets) kept out 
theſe Popiſh Janizaries, they took him away by 
Poiſon * : they likewiſe plotted againſt Gabriel Ba- 
thor, of whoſe counſel was Balthaſor Kornis , who 
had entertain'd into his Family a ſubtle diſguiſed Je- 
ſuit, that labour'd with this great man, to move the 
Irince to reſtore the Jeſuits and the Popith Religi- 
on : which motion not being prevalert,he conceiv'd 
Treaſon againſt the Prizce, and had drawn the 
CHANCELOUR Berdis into the Plot, which 
the Prince having ſecret intelligence cf, diſlembled 
the knowledge of it, only what he communicated to 
ſome few Confidents z made ſhew of going a hunt- 
ing, Where he had before-hand laid a ſtout and 
well accoultred Soldier in ambuſh, invited the 
Conſpirators with his Friends; then the Traytors 
thinking themſelves ſtrong enough , one of them 
ma«le a paſs at the Prince with his Perſian Sword or 
Spear , but the Prince being 1n his Coach and pro- 
vided, leaps out on the other fide, mounts his 
Horſe, and by the Souldiers coming forth and his 


friends, ſecured himſelf, and fully diſcover'd and 
took 
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took puniſhment of the Traytors, onely the Chan- 
celour did Hide himſelf, and ſaved his s&iz *.

A Noble-manof Poland did hfty years 
agoe bewail the ſadeſtate of thoſe parts, by che- 
riſhing of the Jeſuits: who, as the Plague , had 
greatly infected the whole body, before it was 
well diſcerned 3 whereupon he concluded, ſo 
many Jeſuits, ſo many KQzgues 5 which had mi- 
ſerably tormented many Noble Families in Po- 
land, and its annexed Provinces, Lithuania , Lj- 
vonia, Mazovia, &c. by FIRE and Sword *, *rwcuip. 
Two ſignal Inſtances amongſt the reſt of the Þ 324+ 
Logolans notorious Practiſes in Fire-works , are 
thoſe at Poſnania and Cracow , threeſcore years 
ago, when they were not arriv'd to that height 
of skill in miſchief, as now : We find at Poſnaniz 
May 13. 1606. that three hundred of the 71g24- 
tian Novices and Scholars, by the inſtructions of - 
ſome Swperiours of the Soctety, did draw others 
into a Conſpiracy with them in. the evening, when 
by force they made their way into the Temple : 
' when they eaſily put to flight the Keepers and 
' the Watch, and after they had violently broken

Upon their removall they calumniated the Vexe- 
tians, calling the Common-wealth Lutheran and 
Tyranxical ; and cauſgg all to ſucceed ill with 
the Venetian Ambaſſador inthe Courts of Spain and 
Poland, &c. yet this did not affright the Sexate, 
who again decreed June 14. 1606. That. whereas 
the Jeſ#its for the kindneſs and favors ſhew'd to-- 
them (alas! 'tis their property) rendred them- 
ſelves moſt #ngrateful and injurious to the Com- 
m0n-wealth, and continued intolerably trouble- 
ſome and inſolent, ſeeking all occaſions to offend 
the Republick; they ſhould never more be recei- 
ved into any of the Yenetian Territories , nor 
ſhould this Decree ever be revoked, unleſs upon- 
firſt having read the whole Proceſs _ them 
in fu] Senate , the States ſhould give ſuffrage for: 
their Revocation. And ſo unanimous were the 
Senators in this Decree, that it paſs'd xemize con-- 
tradicente :. upon the ſcrutiny a partin ſo greata 
number there was not found any one diſlenting.. 
In which alſo they were well fixed, for Auguſt- 
18th, They publiſh.another Decree, that. none 


under; 
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under their Jurisdi&ion ſhould preſume to enter- 
tain any Jeſ#its, or ſend their Children to the, 
ſub pen irremiſſubilizander an unpardonable pe- 
nalty of Proſcription *. Afterwards when the 
Pope came to terms with the Yexetians, the Je- 
ſaits Jabour'd wight and main to have their Re- 
admiſſion included inthe Articles of Peace betwixt 
that State and the Pope. But the Yeretians then

the Jeſaits Print their complaints (cauſleſs e- 
nough) and ſend them in ſeveral Languages to 
the Emperours Court to Prague, Poland and 
elſewhere, alledging that the Yeretians were not 
only greatly tainted xfitfHerefie, but they had 
ſo affronted the Court of Rome, that the wound 
grew daily more incurable,and would break forth 
into an open war. That the Pope did much injure 
himſelf in permitting thoſe who had always been 
the Prime in obeying of him, for this very canſe to 
be expoſed to contempt all the world over amongſt 
Papiſts and Proteſtants, and puniſh'd with a perpes 
tual baniſhment and a privation of their goods, and 
that this would much prejudice the Popes Authbori- 
ty, ſith he could thenceforth publiſh no 1terdi# 
' as it would be valid : for when 'twas ſeen that 
thoſe who for their obedienceſhould be rewarded, 
were greatly puniſh'd, no Eccleſiaſtical perſon 
would obey him, and that the Feſuits who 
in all Rebellions (as they call the Yeretians 
ſtanding upon their juſt Right) had been faithful, 
would be diſcouraged : and therefore upon the
